Sculptor Augusta Savage was one of the leaders of the Harlem Renaissance, a period when African-American arts and culture flourished in uptown New York. 
This piece, Gamin (the French term for a kid of the streets), is thought to represent Savage’s nephew, Ellis Ford, and is Savage's most popular sculpture.
